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Mired in Legalities

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Before a 
packed room of about fifty people， 
the Mayors appointed Citizens 
Advisory Board Committee，Ppre- 
sented their alternative plans and 
recommerdations for the develop- 
Iment of the controversial Inter- 
national Hotel block at a meeting 
on Nov. 17，Chairperson Linda 
Wang announced the three resolu- 


tions made by the committee: (]) 


That the development of low in- 
come housing be the first piiority 
of the block plan and that any 
Space allocation for other uses， 
whether they be commercial， 
community facilities or Parking， 
should be secondary to that of

(2) That the $1.3 million origi- 
，， nally set aside for the Internation- 
al Hotel purchase under the buy- 
back plan which involved the use 
of eminent domain，be_ used for 
the development of low income 
housing on that block. 


WORKABLE 

(3) A workable block develop- 
Inent plan that would provide the 
best mix of commercial，parking 
or housing uses, a financial mech- 
anism that would facilitate that 
plan and a feasible method of 
phasing in the gradual develop- 
ment of the entire block for the use 


of low-income housing， 
Dr，、Rolland Lowe，Co-chair- 

man， spelled out four committee 

resolutions: (1) That immediate 


-development be along the Kearny 


Street frontage and the remaining 
block be gradually phased into the 
full block development; (2) That 
housing ip the development be 
predominantly for low-income 
elderly and that there be as mamny 
family units as required to make 
the project feasible; (3) That pub- 
lie financing mechanisms be used 
as a preferred _ method for block 
development，so as to assure the 
maximum qdqevelopment of low 
income housing; (4) That other 
Sites (those not fonting 天 earny 
Street)jonthe block should be pur- 
sued fofr public _ acquisition，with 
Private Darticipation Where ap- 
PiIopriate，to facilitate the devel- 
opment of low income housing on 


the block. 


LIMITATIONS 

The recommendations were 
based on a number of complicated 
legal ramifications.。 Lowe ex- 
plained that the blocks 65,000 
Square feet was Subject to a num- 
ber of buildqing limitations，The 
block rests on a triangular-shaped 
slant with a 65 feet building 
height requirement on tbhe Jackson 
Street side and a 105 feet height

Dr. .Lee is professor of social 
lmedicine at the University of 
California，San Francisco and 
represented the International 
Rescue Committee at the _ news 
conference at City Hall last week. 
Lee just returned from a medical 
fact-finding mission to Thailand 
in his role as medical consultant to 
the Resceue coOmmittee.， 

Lee estiniated that less than 10 
Percent of Cambodians escaping 
to Thailand “can be desceribed as 
healthv. ”He also said that while 
hunger and disease among the 
Khmer population is widespread， 
”most are treatable.” Lee said that 
from $55-$110 million of imme- 
diate relief is needed in the next six 
months，He feels that a combined 
effort nationwide can meet

Lowe admitted that, by far, the 
most diffiecult task involving the 
entire dqevelopment plan was that 
of site acquisition. He estimated it 
would take，at about $200 per 
Square foot，five million dollars 
just to buy the land on the Kearny 
9treet frontage, While there ino 
detailed plan for acquiring fund- 
ing，Lowe said the most readily 
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identifiable source at the Present 
time was the Office of Community 
Development and，of course，the 
$1.3 million already earmarked 
for low-income housing.The com- 
mittee is recommending :a joint 
public/private venture to facili- 
tate Site acquisition and to help' 
defray buildqing costs.

encountered diffieulties with 
immigration officials when

Since August of 1978，immi- 
gration officials in Honolulu and 
San Erancisco have been asking 
elderly returning lavwful perman- 
ent residents (all Asian) whether 
or not they have received SSI 
benefits. If so，most residents were 
given three alternatives: (1) re- 


.turn to their mative countries， 


(2) terminate SSI benefits and pay 
a $5,000 public charge bond，or 
(3) redquest a hearing before an 
inmigration judge，Of the more 
than 500. cases reported， every 
alien involved Was either Chinese， 
和 Korean, Japanese, or Filipino. 
Represented by Bill Ong Hing， 
an' Assistant Professor of Law at 
Golden Cate University, the alien 
in AMatter of Atanacio requested a 
hearing， After almost 10 months 
of jlitigation，the favorable de- 
cision was announced, Hing 
warned，however，that although 
most of the pending cases familiar 
to_ hini are similar enough to be 
controlled by Matter of Atanacio， 
elderly Asians will probably stil 
be “hassled by immigration offi- 
cials until community pressure is 
Placed on those officials to stop the 
operationally racist Drocedure，or 
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effective legislation is enacted to 
curb such actions.” Hing also 
indicated that a_ group of attor= 


neys from local legal aid offices 


have been joined byprivate attor- 
nevs to contemplate further action 


against _ the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service.，

care for him 让 he did not travel 
with his familv，and he intended 
to_ return to the United States， It 
was also_ important that he ter- 
minated SSI benefits soon after 
rettirning and new affidavits of 
SuDport frona his familvy were Sub- 
mitted，The implication of the 
decision，therefore，is that only 
those eldqerly aliens on SSI who 
leave for _ important personal or 
familyv reasons，or _ who _ are no 
longer in need of SSI will be free 
from exclusion or other imrmigra- 
tion penajties.
